Blind Man 
Now Belives 
in Miracles 


New York, .Tan. 20 —(UP>—Carl 
Klein, 40, who had been totally 
blind for two years, was convinced 
today it was a miracle that caused 
him to see again after attending a 
Lutheran church service. 


Doctors admitted they had 
no 


immediate explanation. They were 
unable to find the records of any 
case in which a 
person 
totally 


blind had recovered his sight with-, 
jut surgery. 


The "miracle" took place yes- 
.crday morning. Klein, who had at- 
.endcd a service at the St. Luke's 
Lutheran church in Brooklyn a few 
icurs before, awoke about 1:30 
a. m. 


"It was several minutes before I 


noticed what seemed to be spots 
oefore my eyes," Klein said. "Then 
I saw a shadow at the window. 
As the shadow became more pro- 
nounced, I began to shake. I went 
over to the window and I saw that 
what I had thought were spots ac- 
tually were street lights." 


Afraid to go back to sleep, but 


not wishing to wake up other resi- 
dents of his boarding house, Klein 
sat up the rest of the night. 
'In the morning I went out of 


my room and to the stairs, 
"he 
said. "But looking down the stairs 
I got dizzy. So I shut my eyes and 
felt my way down the way I had 
been in the habit of doing." 


He met his landlady at the foot 


of the stairs. To her he shouted: 
"I can see again! 
Its a miracle! 
I can see" 


Klein then went to the industrial 


school for the blind where he 
had 
been studying to learn a trade for 
the blind. There he told 
of 
his 


"miracle" 
and 
school 
officials 


called in doctors to examine him. 
"When Klein was accepted at the 


school," .Peter Salmon, executive 


director of the school, said, "we 
had the testimony of eye 'special- 
ists that he was totally blind." 


But examination of Klein's eyes 
yesterday revealed that he 
now 


would see 20-100 with his left eye 
and 15-100 with his right.Doctors 
said they could see no reason why 
he should ever lose his sight again. 
The only indication that the wea- 
pon was fired at close range was 
the presence of a particle of hair 
and a trace of blood on thc pistol 
barrel. However, these specimens 
were so small that identification 
was impossible. 


Mrs. Griffin and Mr. and Mrs. 


Frank Whiddon, who has spent the 
evening with Baker, 
were 
given 


the paraffin test and were ques- 
tioned extensively, but their testi- 
mony gave investigators no con- 
crete leads. 


The possibility of suicide was in 
jected when Whiddon revealed that 
Baker spent his last 
hours dis- 
cussing his beautiful actress wife 
the former Alicia Grajales. WhiJ- 
don said Baker told him he would 
be divorced this month. 


Mrs. Baker however, denied that 


they were thinking of separating 
or getting a divorce. Other mem- 
bers of the family said thc 'one- 
time darling of 
eastern 
society 


was much too light-hearted to con- 
sider taking his own life.
